Yesteruay morning E. H. Eryan. a 


well known Orange county citizen, 
who spends most of his time in Or- 
lando, but who resides four miles 
from the city, being the owner of a 
70-acre orange grove, was placed in 
jail and later released on $750 ronrt. 
He was arrested at Daytona by Sher- 
iff Gordon and Chief of Koi'ee Smith, 
charged with stealing a Ford automo- 
bile belonging to J. B. Eey- of Ocala 
a few weeks ago. 


The story runs along thusly: Mar- 


shal Smith went to Daytona Wednes- 
day and was on the lookout for stolen 
Fords. 
Later in the day he tele- 


phoned Sheriff Gordon, who went to 
Daytona, and both picked up a clue. 
A Ford car bearing the^ motor num- 
ber of the stolen Ocala auto was lo- 
cated In Daytona.

Bottle Stopper for Traveler*. 


What appears to be one of the best 


devices for stopping bottles for travel- 
ers' use Is made In Paris and consists 
of a solid rubber cork having a pro- 
longation at the top in the shape of a 
rubber tube portion of about the same 
length as the cork itself, and of slight- 
ly larger diameter, so aa to come near 
the size of the bottle flange. 


Fitting In the stopper, the flexible

for an intra-coaatal waterway, or, the 
construction of such a waterway up- 
on a parallel route 
The board has 


been collecting data on the subject 
and will hold a preliminary meeting 
at an early date

ambitious youngster who once 
usked a prominent coach of 
Mwimming what he should do 
to make his mark In the com- 


petitive field thought it quite a joke 
when he was told that the chief req- 
uisite was to learn to swim. Yet the 
jesting remark really embodies the 
whole secret of success In racing, if its 
true sense is understood, for there is a 
strong tendency among novices now- 
adays to enter the game totally un- 
prepared before a correct stroke has 
been mastered. The result ot this prac- 
tice is that even youths of unusual 
natural ability often fail to rise above 
mediocrity, because the unavoidable 
faults incurred by beginners, which 
might easily be eliminated In the early 
stages, eventually become chronic from 
habit and so are never completely erad- 
icated. 


The aspirant to aquatic honors should 


bear in mind that form is indispensable 
to fast swimming and that It can be 
acquired only by patient and pains- 
taking work done at moderate pace. 
The young recruit who becomes a con- 
testant as soon as he finds he can 
thrash wildly, in any old way, over a 
fifty yard course and thereby confines 
his efforts solely to sprinting can hard- 
ly hope to attain championship rank. 


hard spring and outward, not down- 
warn!, direction. Stand on the take-off 
with feet together, toes bent over the 
edge, body, leaning forward slightly 
from the waist, arms lowered at the 
sides; then at the signal jerk the arms 
back and up, simultaneously rising on 
the ball of the feet, and as this double 
movement thrusts yon forward bend 
the knees and swing the arms vigor, 
ously ahead, launching yourself out al- 
most horizontally, so that yon will 
strike the water aslant, sinking only a 
few inches and making it possible for 
you to come promptly to the surface 
by merely lifting the arms and arching 
the back. Hold tbe legs and feet out- 
stretched and rigid until fully covered, 
and don't start swimming at once, but 
wait until the required momentum be- 
gins to wane; then take the first stroke 
with arms only unless you use a very 
narrow crawl thrash, for any marked 
opening of the legs produces a notice- 
able check, acting like a brake. 


Probably the most important feature 


of turning Is the approach, for unless 
the swimmer reaches the wall or board 
with top arm in front and ready he 
cannot hope to get around quickly. He 
should therefore learn to adjust his 
last few strokes so as to come up In 
the required position. At the, point of 
spinning about the body must be on its 
side, in order to allow a deep breath to 
be taken Immediately before lowering 
the bead to the push-off; then as the

It Is Impossible to Improve beyond a 
certain point while every thought is 
devoted to making time, and It pays 
in the long run to go slowly at first. 


Of course the Inclination Is strong to 


test one's speed the moment one be- 
gins to show progress. But It should 
be checked. Proficiency Is gained far 
mere readily. by rolling along easily 
and attempting to make every move- 
ment perfect. Such work not only de- 
velops form, but gradually makes for 
accurate judging of pace, one of the 
most valuable accomplishments to the 
racing man. 


Let tbe prospective competitor stay 


out of the game until he can swim the 
furlong without tiring, and be will In- 
crease tenfold bis chances of success. 


As a matter of fact, even tbe skilled 


natator will profit by doing most of hi* 
training at a pace which will allow 
him to study his fault* and correct 
them. Time trial* should be few sad 
far between. 


The system used by some supposedly 


competent Instructors, that of making 
their pupils dash a *hon stretch M 
bard as they are able, then little by 
little Increasing the distance, Is funda- 
mentally wrong, because It gives no 
opportunity to better the stroke. 


During the period of novitiate study 


should be given to starting snd turn- 
ing. In sprinting races a good or bad 
dive often make* the difference be- 
tween victory and defeat, snd In post 
swimming acuity to tun has frsquea* 
|y proved the deciding factor. 


top arm recovers tbe head Is thrown; 
back and the shoulders are hollowed. 
This twists the body half around, and 
tbe turn Is completed by a quick push 
from the wall with the extended arm. 
The under arm meanwhile Is used to 
back water, so that the hips ere brought 
close to the wall, when both feet an 
rested firmly eight or ten Inches be- 
low tbe surface, the arms thrust for- 
ward and the legs forcibly distended.

Replying to your letter of the 20tfc 


inst, on the above subject, I beg to 
advise you that the East Coast canal 
has not been condemned by the Unit- 
ed States engineers, and I am not 
aware'of any foundation tor a rumor 
to this effect. 


Under the provisions of the River 


and Harbor Act of March 4, 1916, a 
Board of engineer officers has been . 
appointed to evamine and appraise 
* 


the value of the work and franchise 
of the East Coast Canal company and 
to submit recommendations upon the 
advisability of the purchase of the 
canal by the United States, and its. 
enlargement to dimensions suitable 
for an intra-coastal waterway, or, the 
construction of such a waterway up- 
on a parallel route. The board has 
been collecting data on the subject 
and will hold a preliminary meeting 
at an early date.

Stale Bread or Fresh Bread. 


Most persons don't like stale bread 


so well as fresh, though tn^ny con- 
sider it more digestible. As a matter 
of fact, fresh bread is just as digest- 
ible as stale, if It be chewed as much. 
bit its very softness is a temptation 
to chew it too little; hence it is swal- 
lowed 
without 
the 
admixture of 


enough saliva to digest its starch. 
Stale bread, on the other hand, is dif- 
ficult to swallow unless thoroughly 
chewed. The difference between fresli 
and stale bread is merely a matter of 
water 
In bread as it comes front 


the oven the crust is dry and crisp 
and the crumb is moist and soft, be- 
cause all the water is in the crumb. 
As hours or days pass the crust ab- 
sorbs water from the crumb and be- 
comes soft, while the crumb become* 
dry. A loaf can be made fresh again 
by slightly moistening it and placing 
it for a few minutes in a hot oven. 
The heat drives the water from the 
crust back Into the crumb.
